So that it is Matter of great Concernment for every 
one to know what it is to be inwardly retired, and to 
know the Operation of God's Gift upon their Souls, 
and to be acquainted with the Work of God's Spirit 


in their inward Parts; elſe we ſhall be deficient in 


learning what we ought to know, and fall ſhort of 
Certainty in our Knowledge, and we ſhall be among 
the Number of thoſe that are always learning and

T is weighty upon my Spirit this Day to call

he ſtood thus he had both ſree Acceſs and Acceptance 
with God his Maker. But alas! Mankind, through 
the Workings of Satan, and through the Craftineſs 
and Subtilty of the Enemy of all Righteouſneſs, loſt 
this innocent State of * Holineſs, fell from it and 
became a Plant of. a degenerate Vine; yet many are 
not fo far fallen, but that they have a Senſe ſometimes, 


and 
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and believe there is a Duty and Service owing to God, 
and have gone about to perform it, though they have 
not been rightly qualified: For we find that [ſrae 
went about to perform this great Duty in their unre- 
generate State.

What was the Reaſon they were not ac- 
ceptable, was it that the Lord had not required thoſe 
Things? No. What was the Reaſon then? Their 
Hearts were full of Corruption, their Hearts were 
dueſfiled, they were not right in the Sight of God; it 
ſprung. from a wrong Heart, it was not a Veſſel made 
meet it was not prepared and fit for ſuch haly Service 5 
and Oblation.

105 Now, * Friends, da is a great Work, the Work 
of the Day that every Man and Woman is concerned 


in and ought to be concerned about; to be made 


meet to approach before the Lord, to come before 
him and perform their Duty that is due from them to 
God acceptably. But if any ſhould enquire of me, 
By what Means may we be made meet for this Service 


and great Undertaking ? I will tell you ; It muſt be 


by Expetience and ſenſible Feeling of that which was 
the Cauſe and real Ground of Man's loſing his Acceſs 
to, and Acceptance with God at the Beginning z that 


which ſhut the Door and became a Bar and partition 
Wall between God and Man; and that was the Sin | 
and Tranſgteſſion that he fell into: This muſt be 


removed and taken away, the Root of it muſt be

them by our exemplary Lives; and that as we make 
a Profeſſion of Godlineſs, ſo we ought to walk in 
Love, and have Bowels of Compaſſion and Love to 

our Neighbours, that they may be ſaved, and brought 
pear to God. And therefore let us Sew forth all 
Methneſs, Goodneſs, Lowlineſs, Juſtice, Truth, Equity, ; 
and all Manner of holy Converſation and Godlineſs, and 

love God with all our Heart, with all our Mind, and 
with all our Soul, and our Neighbour as ourſelves. 


Theſe are the two great Leſſons which we ought to 
| Jearn, and which I am ſenſible many are ſhort in: 
Not loving their Neighbours as themſelves 3 but are 
ſecking 
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ſeeking rather to circumvent and to defraud one 
another, ſetting up Bitterneſs and Malice one againſt 
another. Too many Inſtances may be given of theſe 
Things, but our Duty is to endeavour to ſhew forth 
our Love in Juſtice, Equity, and Truth in all Things; 
and to be fo far from going beyond or ſeeking to 
defraud or over- reach our Neighbour, as that we 
ſhould, upon all Occaſions, manifeſt our Care and 
Love to him, that he may be gained and brought 
over to the Love of the Truth. This is that which 
God hath made us Witneſſes of in his bleſſed Day 
and Goſpel 3 and it ſhould. be our great Care and 
Concernment, to anſwer this Duty that lies upon vs 
one towards another. faithfully, and to encourage: one 
another, and watch over one another for Gand; and 
not with an evil Eye or Prejudice in our Minds againſt 
any, nor to let in. any Sourneſs or * of ou 
w_— any. 


4 counſel and exhort you in the Love of God, to 
perform your Duty to God, whereby ye may receive 
an Anſwer of Peace and Acceptance with him, an 
. Anſwer of Well done from God; which we ſhall 

receive jf we keep and abide in his Love : This will 
bring you to the Fountain of Wiſdom, and the 
Opening and Springing of it. This is tbe Wiſdom 
that is from above that is pure, and peaceable, and 

gentle, and eaſy to be intreated ; and we ſhall be pre- 
ſerved in the Conduct of it, we ſhall nat be ſhort in 
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our Duty, we ſhall love 'one another, and converſe 
one with another. This is a particular Mark and
